FnAEKFOBT, Ky., Nov. 14. — Senator 
Goebel and the democratic leaders are 
still waiting on the final action of the 
counting boards of election in Jeffer- 
son, Cliristiau, Knox, Johnson and 
other counties It is claimed that 
enough fraudulent votes will be 
thrown out in these counties to give 
Goebel a majority on the face of the 
returns The city was excited Mon- 
day night over a rumor that the gov- 
ernor intends to declare martial law 
in the event that Knox and Johnson 
counties are thrown out and that he 
will refuse to recognize Goebel as gov- 
ernor under such conditions This ru- 
mor of martial law is not generally 
credited, though tliere is almost cer- 
tain to be a serious clash between Gov. 
Bradley and the claimant. 

Vasckiiuho, Nov. 14. — Monday wos 
an exciting day in this place, the coun- 
ty seat of Lewis county. An effort was 
made to throw out the entire vote of 
the county, winch gave Taylor a plu- 
rality of OOU, on a technicality, it be- 
ing claimed that the paper on which 
the ballots were printed was too thin.

It is not believed 
the official returns will make any im- 
portant change in these figures 

The republican figures on the legis- 
lature are: House — republicans, 62; 
democrats, 44; doubtful, 2. Senate — 

republicans, 18; democrats, 11; doubt- 
ful, 2.
